1 AN APPEAL TO THE PILGRIMS 1 


The Annual Brahmotsavam of Lord Venkateswara are fast approaching 
In view of the previous experiences and also to make the pilgrims acquainted 
with the facilities that are provided by the T T D the following suggestions 
are made which if observed and followed 

(1) Before proceeding on pilgrimage, please always intimate your arrivals 
sufficiently in advance, to the Reception Officers at Tirupati and Tirumala 
This will always help you to secure accommodation within the shortest possible 
time 

(2) Soon after you get down at the Railway Station or Bus stand, please 
contact the superintendents of the Choultries, that are situated on either side 
of the Railway station. Clean but unfurnished as well as furnished rooms, 
are available at reasonable charges. Vessels also will be supplied free of 
rent for those who want to prepare meals by themselves There are canteens 
in the choultry premises itself 

(3) Please note that you should vacate the rooms, when you are leaving 
for Tirumala or vice versa, otherwise, you will not only be inviting the trouble 
but also inconveniencing your co-pilgrims, who like you may be waiting for 
accommodation 

(4) T.T.D. Buses to Tirumala will start from the two Devasthanam Bus 
Stands situated behind the 1st N C. and opposit to second and 3rd N.Cs 
respectively Use the nearest bus stand and avoid unnecessary inconvenience 

At Tirumala, please contact the Cential Reception Office situated adjacent 
to alighting bus stand, m case you require furnished accommodation, and the 
Choultry Superintendents m the case unfurnished accommodation. 

(5) Always plan and start early for the Darsan of the Lord The earlier 
you join the queue line, the more easily you can have Darshan of the Lord 
For Arjitha sevas or other festivals also, contact the Peishkar or the other 
temple authority, fairly in advance lest you would be disappointed. 

(6) If you have time and want to visit important theerthas nearby Tirumala, 
you can avail the services of T.T D. Buses plying between Tirumala and Papa- 
vmasanam, (via) Akasa Ganga These buses start from the bus stand provided 
exclusively for this purpose, adjoining the mam bus stand at Tirumala

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Free Eye Operation Camp. 

The 16th free eye operation camp was 
conducted under the auspices of the T T Devas- 
thanams from 2 — 8 — 73 to 15 — 8 — 73 Padmasri 
Dr P Siva Reddy and his assistants performed 
operations to moie than 1,100 patients of 
variety of eye diseases 

Formal inauguration was done on 5-8-1973 
at a simple but elegant function m the TInd 
New Choultry of the Devasthanams, which was 
made an improvised hospital for the purpose 
Sn A Valhappan, Collector and the specified 
authority m place of the T T D Board of 
Trustees, presided over the function 

Dr K Ramesh Pai, Director of Medical 
Service m his address spoke at length about 
the prevention of the disease and General 
Hygiene of the country Restoration of eye to 
the blind, he said is not only curing the disease 
but also saving him from starvation to death 
which would result in if one remained blind 
He commended both the T T D and Padmasri 
Dr Siva Reddy for having undei taken the 
task of eradicating the blindness 

Dr Pai further said that many of the eye 
diseases are the results of malnutrition and 
some are due to the negligence and ignorance 
of the ordinary man about the eye, the vital 
part of the human body. With regard to 
prevention of the eye diseases. Dr Pai said, 
taking carrot daily would prevent blindness to 
a greater extent He suggested the augmen- 
tation of “ Eradication of blindness campaign” 
by conducting as many mobile eye camps as 
possible, so that villagers can have the benefit 
of such treatment without any expenditure to 
them. Dr Pai said emphasis on donating 
healthy eyes to eye bank in the event of the 
death of a person, so that these can be fixed 
to blind persons by carneal grafting. 


Dr Rajendravyas, the Regional lepresen- 
tative of Royal Common Wealth Society for 
the blind spoke the activities of his mission m 
the eradication of the blindness m the country 

Sri A Valhappan in his presidential speech 
gave a brief account of the steps taken by the 
GoU m Chittoor District with regard to 
eradication of blindness and also about general 
hygiene He said that an mtensive programme 
should be taken up co-ordinating the medical 
services with general education so that all the 
educated can have some basic knowledge about 
the social hygiene 

Earlier Sri S V Subramanian, the Executive 
Officer, T T D welcoming the gathering ex- 
plained the significance of the eye camp con- 
ducted by the T T D 

Sri K Subba Reddy, Reception Officer, 
who has also been the mcharge of the eye 
camp proposed a vote of thanks 

During the camp Dr Siva Reddy examined 
8,155 persons and 1216 had been admitted and 
1,149 eye operations were performed 

Patients who were operated, were dischai ged 
after a week, and the pictures of Lord Venka- 
leswara were distributed to them 

Air chief Marshal O P Mehra, who was 
here m connection with the inspection of N.C C 
work, visited the Temple of Lord Venka- 
teswara, Mrs & Mr Mehra visited this camp 
also and distributed the pictures of the Lord 
and glasses to those who were discharged on 
that date 

The T T D as already reported, provided 
free diet to the patients, and to their attendants 
besides giving glasses to those needed them 

Kendriya Sanskrit Vidya Peeth. 

“ Sanskrit is most international m character 
and it influenced all most all the languages of 
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the world. There is no subject which has not 
been covered by Sanskrit.” Thus observed 
Dr K L Rao the Honble Union Minister for 
Irrigation and Power Dr Rao was inaugurating 
the new building of the Sanskrit Vidya Peeth 
Tirupati on 18 — 8 — 1973. 

In his address Dr. Rao further observed 
that though sansknt influenced the woild 
languages like Russian and Persian etc , and 
though, Sansknt covered every branch of 
human knowledge from times immemorial, it is 
a misfortune that we, the Indians are not 
attaching due importance to Sanskrit and its 
propogation. 

While wishing the vidyapeet to grow to a 
full fledged sansknt university he said that 
only when people participate with a dedication 
to service, then only institutions would flourish. 

Prof Devakinandan Prasad Yadav, the 
Hon’ble Union Dy Minister for Education 
who presided over the function gave a brief 
account of th® steps taken by the Govt to 
promote sansknt language said that nearly 
Rs. 3 00 creres have been allotted in the 
Fourth Five Year Plan, for propogation of 
Sanskrit learning. He also said, that this Vidya 
Peeta would soon be provided with a language 
laboratory which would go a long way towards 
populansation of Sanskrit He thanked the 
T T Devasthanams for the help rendered by 
it for locating the institution. 

Earlier Sriman M Anantha Sayanam 
Iyyengar, former Governor of Bihar and the 
present Chairman of the Sthaniya Prabhandhak 
Samithi welcoming the gathering attempted to 
clear the misapprehension that Sanskrit was the 
language of Brahmins Briefing this Sriman 
Ayyengar observed that neither the sansknt 
was of Brahmins, nor the national heroes were 
Brahmins Hence, it is improper, to hinder the 
progress of the sansknt which is umversal in 
character and from which the regional languages 
in India denved strength and embellishment 

Sri Anantha Sayanam Iyyengar thanked the 
T.T.D for the timely help rendered to the 


Vidya Peeth first by giving rent free building 
to locate the Vidyapeet since its inception and 
also for gifting away forty one acres of land and 
Rs 10 lakhs m cash with regard to the con- 
struction of a new building and developments 
thereto. 

Sn Iyyengar expressed his hope that this 
Vidyapeeth which has flourished till this time 
under the munificient gifts and finances of 
Lord Venkateswaia to soon grow up in size 
and strength carving itself into an University 
for Sansknt education Dr R K Sarnia, 
Director, Rashtreeya Sanskrit Samstanam pro- 
posed a vote of thanks The Vidya peeth im- 
parts sansknt education m sahitya, vyakarana, 
Vedantha, and Library science (Pusthakalaya 
vignana sastra equivalent to B Library science) 
The Library is having 20,000 books, 4,000 
manuscripts, and it subscribes to 400 research 
journals and periodicals Evening classes m 
sansknt are also being conducted.

Savants of Saivism: 

Savants of Saivism have appeared in 
South India at times when materialism reigned 
supreme and devotionaliBm was m its lowest 
ebb The four Nayanmais followed by Sri 
Ramahngaswamy appeared in succession and 
all of them after their mission disappeaied 
in their most ecstatic periods of their lives, 
vanishing bodily into space Thirugnanasam- 
bandar merged with his newly wedded spouse 
into the Divine Light which blazed at the time 
of his marriage Thirunavukkarasu disappeared 
into the Lord at Pugalur Sundarar got the 
vision of Mount Kailas and became one with 
Loid Siva. Manickavachakar embraced Sri 
Nataraja at Thill ai in His Cosmic Dance and 
passed on to Eternity Sri Ramahngaswamy 
disappeared for ever into the dug-out earth. 

Ramalinga’s Glory: 

We shall now enjoy the glory of Ramalinga 
and try to understand his philosophy inculcated 
through his poetry to the utmost stirrings of the 
Soul The Swaray taught by word of mouth 
Suddha Sanmarga, the Science of deathlessness. 

His early boy-hood: 

Ramahngaswamy was born on Sunday, the 
5th October, 1823 in a village near Chidambaram 
His father Ramiah Pillai was a great devotee 
of Lord Nataraja of Chidambaiam. He was 
sanctified while he was a baby at the age of 
five months m front of Lord Nataiaja It is 
said that the baby in arms laughed heartily 
when the burning camphor lit before Lord 
Nataraja was brought beside him for invoking 
the blessing of the Lord. Eveiy one was 
surprised at this act of the child prodigy and 
poured forth their blessings on the baby. 


Ramiah Pillai died a month later The 
elder brother of the baby took care of the 
family. Ramalinga grew nicely as a boy and 
was put in a school under the guidance of a 
great teacher at Conjeevaram from whom he 
learnt many details of religion The young 
man lecited with fervour the songs of Kantha- 
kottam with flowing tears of devotion and made 
all spellbound 

He attained his ninth year of hfe by now 
He began to sing his own biography in sweet 
mellifluous poetry The Swami explains m 
the following verse as to how God taught him 
in lisping numbers the great truth about Himself. 
He has seen His all m every vision of his 
Ramalinga is grateful for haying obtained 
eveiy thing from Him His rapturous out- 
pourings that he enjoys God in His Wonderful 
dance pose are impressive He visualises 
millions of Suns shining m never-ending 
splendour around him His categorical experi- 
ence in his appealing verse is beacon light for 
all and for ever *

Period of Preparation: 

He appeared to be seeking God in his 
travels and dialogues There is thus a shroud 
of mystery m his second decade of life when 
he went through a great ordeal in seeking His 
Grace Many a time he strove hard to reach

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His Divine umbra and as often as not, he 
missed his goal At last he succeeded in his 
attempts and came out of his voluntary exile 
fully resplendent with Divine Grace. This then 
is the period of preparation before he began 
to spell out his experience m Divine Poetic 
language 

The period of Divine ecstasy: 

From 1849 the poetical muse m Ramalinga 
got the ascendancy. His frequent visits to the 
temple of Tiruvotnyur made him a perfect 
man. His verses fraught with spiritual fervour 
are heart-melting and soul-stirring. 

An exhilarating passage of his runs thus* . — 

*“ Great God' I surrender at Thy Golden 
Feet. You are the Merciful One, The All- 
knowing Do not forget me. If you so forget, 

I have no place m the World. You are my 
mother dear. Favour me with Thy Grace and 
embrace me to Thy bosom Hurry down 
towards me and make me happy now and 
for ever ” 

Ramalinga’s contribution to immortality: 

On the 23rd May 1867 the Swami founded 
the Samarasa Suddha Sanmarga Sathya 
Dharmasala intended to help the aged and the 
forlorn. He wrote out a beautiful treatise on 
“ Jeevakarunya Ozhukkam” (^/^©aforuj 

which deals with compassion towards 
all living beings and exhibiting kindness to all 
live creatu re s He was convinced that the built 
Sanmarga House shall show mercy, kindness 
and compassion to all Even today the Insti- 
tution is carrying out the Swamiji’s wish in 
word and spirit. This building is located in 
Yadalur near Chidambaram and affords never- 
ending bliss to all devotees. 

Swamiji’s love of the Divine: 

The Swamiji was preaching Umversal love 
and his conviction was that happiness is imbibed 


from God-Supreme. He reiterates that God is 
the Source of Compassion, His Divinity flowing 
through mortals m uniform succession. 

Swami’s Philosophy: 

Swamji is a mystic His poetry moves all 
to tears His collected work, the sacied Thiru- 
varutpa, an expression of the Divine Grace 
consists of about six thousand devotional verses 
and a few religious discourses in prose He 
says that there are six paths for the attainment 
of God-Head, viz , Vedantam, Siddantam, 
Nadantam, Bodhamtam, Kalantam and Yogan- 
tam, and at the end of these six chosen paths 
appears the Glory of God-Realisation. He 
affirms that death can be conquered by imbibing 
Supreme Grace Transformation of the mortal 
human body into the perfect Divine Body 
seems to be possible here and now His 
verses are replete with incessant love for the 
Lord and a continuous and unceasing desire 
for attainment of God-Head. His mission is 
to instil happiness to be attained in the path of 
Sanmarga This happiness is divided into 
three kinds to be enjoyed in three ways of 
living life. 

The Swamji advocated as a first measure 
of happiness the enjoyment of all worldly 
benefits He affirms that these persons will be 
endowed with all the characteristics of a human 
and live well in this life. The second category 
of happiness refers to the enjoyment for a 
longer period by the mortal in his next birth. 
The third kind of happiness points towards 
enjoyment of eternal happiness. This is said to 
be self-realisation and realisation of God and 
leads to immortal life culminating in enjoyment 
of the benefit of the soul (^rirruD semnb). 

Ramalinga Vallal, by such name he came 
to be called by now, appealed to the World 
to strive to lead this third category of happiness 
and thus to enjoy the benefit of the soul. The

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Swamji entreated his disciples to realise in 
themselves and strive for the Supreme Spiritual 
light of Surrender, Prayer and Meditation 

Miracles of Swamiji : 

A devoted disciple of Ramahnga Vallal 
was Vedanayakam Pillai of Cuddalore His 
only son was seriously bed-ridden and the 
disciple was praying to his Guruji to save his 
progeny. As Swamji was lecturing to his 
disciples one evening m Vadalur, he was seen 
m the house of Vedanayakam Pillai adminis- 
tering solace and comfort to the bed-ridden 
son who was strugglmg for life No sooner 
than this incident occured the son began to 
recover and within a short while the boy was 
in full bloom of health All were agreeably 
surprised at this miracle of the Swamji being 
present in two places at the same time of the 
day. Such is the greatness of great people, 
preceptors m Divine order. 

Swamji ’s physical features: 

It may be interesting here to draw out a 
physical sketch of the Swamji as he was seen 
m his life time He is the preceptor for the 
human kind, instilling hope and happiness 
as and when we see him in our mind’s eye. 
He is a slenderly-made man, of an average 
height of 5’ — 4”, with simplicity writ large 
m his wide open eyes His long, sharp nose 
seemed to smell Divine Grace wherever he 
turned round His broad soothing eyes could 
very easily read the deepest minds of those who 
gather around him. He was humble, simple 
and gentle. His mortal body began to assume 
the golden hue and transformed into a body of 
love (^]sirL| 0 suu)) Sometimes his body 
sent forth an aroma of camphor 

The Glittering Lamp lasts: 

Friday, the 30th January 1879 was an 
epoch-making period m Ramalmga’s divine hfe, 
when Punarpoosa Star was in exuberance. It 
was then he wrote out an appeal to his devotees 
to follow the path of Sanmarga, to keep 
the light of Gnanadeepam burning for ever. 
For, this light is God and is to be worshipped. 
He said he was going out of existence, going 


into the Supreme, And so saying he entered 
into Ins own-built underground chamber, his 
own palace of tomb, asking his followers to 
close and shut the door for ever. Thousands 
of his disciples were gnef-sticken Thus did 
the great Guru disappear into the earth after a 
glorious living life of 50 years, 3 months and 
24 days The disappearance of the Swamji 
was patiently and sorrowfully borne by his 
disciples Guruji disappeared about a century 
back, and yet his lamp of wisdom continues 
still and permeates every region in South 
India 

The life of Supreme Grace: 

The Swamji started his light of love (^/earc/ 
eQGtT&<$) at the Chanty House He transformed 
it to the Light of Grace (^(perr eSteaA^) and 
finally endeared himself into Light of Wisdom 
((^rresreStetTiX^) These lights in successive 
stages make the disciple aspire for the light of 
Bliss (g)<raru 6 iSfflr<K@) culminating finally and 
eternally into the light of Supieme Grace 
1 Qu ($<&(& *g rr §H) 

God in Sanmarga Philosophy: 

Ramahnga Vallal affirms that God is m 
all living things and in Him all the living things 
are found This is an eternal principle and 
every one should do good for all, as made 
out m the Swamji’s verse: — 

“ Uy truly cun Emmul XJyir Ivai TJnarnthe 

Uyirnalam paravuga Enru JJraithamai 

Sivame” 

Again Vallalar says, He possesses nothing but 
all things possess Him He is not anything 
but He is in eveithing. This aspect is explained 
m his short sweet stanza. — 

“ Yaavum Ilaar Yaavum Ulaar Yaavum Alaar" 

Conclusion: 

Creatures of all significance to the highly 
evolved human beings and finally to the Super- 
human beings aie manifestations of the Light 
of God, He is the Surpeme Light, Jyothi of 
Superfine Brilliance. 



BRAHMOTSAVAM OF LORD VENKATESWARA 


“NAGARAJ” 


The Brahmotsavam of Lord Venkateswara, 
the presiding deity of the Seven Hills, is the 
most splendid and spectacular of all the festivals 
in Tirumala Though every day is a festival 
day m Tirumala, tins mne days’ festival of 
Brahmotsavam, has its own grandeur and 
uniqueness With the influx of multitudes of 
pilgrims and bubling activity entire Tirumala 
wears a festive appearance with dazzling 
illumination, melodious and devotional concerts 
and heart purifying puranas and other vedic 
recitals In addition to this, the colourful 
processions of Lord Venkateswara for all these 
9 days on various vahanams, and the thronging 
of the pilgrims without any reference to colour, 
of caste and creed, all substantiate the age old 
belief that “ If there be heaven on earth, 
It is this, it is this, it is this !” 

About the origin of the Brahmotsavam, it 
may be interesting to know that this festival 
which is being observed even from times imme- 
morial in the piesent pattern without any devia- 
tion, is said to have been originally instituted by 
Pithamaha, the Chaturaiukha Bra hm a. Varaha 
Parana, Venkatachala Mahatmya, Bhavishyot- 
tara Purana and Sri Venkatachala Itihasamala 
bear eloquent testimony to this fact, which, but 
for want of space could have been quoted here 
for the benefit of the readers. 

If we leave the Paramo age, the antiquity 
of which cannot be ascertained, inscriptional 
evidence takes back this festival to the period of 
Dantivaiman Pallava, m whose time Samavai, 
a princess of Pallava line of rulers, instituted 
the performance of Brahmotsavam for seven 
days m the month of Margazhi. She made an 
endowment of lands, gold, and also a silver 
image of Lord Srinivasa, known as e Manavala 


Perumal * and consecrated the latter m the 
temple 

Records ef the later period show that 
between 10th centuiy to 12th centuiy, in addition 
to the two Brahmotsavams performed in the 
month of Purattasi and Marghazi, similar 
festivals were observed m the month of Adi 
also. 

The Viiaya Nagara penod records of the 
temple show that Hanhara II instituted a 
fresh Brahmotsavam to the Lord and also 
dedicated some villages to the temple to meet 
the expenditure 

Inspite of the recorded evidence about the 
Brahmotsavam in different months, only the 
festival falling m the month of Purattasi is m 
vogue now. 

Though the festival is of ten days duration, 
the first day passes without much significance 
On the evening of that day, Sri Vishvaksena is 
invoked and he goes round the four streets of 
Tirumala m procession to collect sacred earth 
for the Yagasala where Homa is to be done 
in the sacred fire every day He invites all 
gods to be present for the Utsavams which beg- 
in the next day. In Tirumalaraya Mandapam 
he will be Jbonoured in an Asthanam 

The second day is the day of actual com- 
mencement of the festival. Garuda Dhwaja, 
the flag of Vishnu, (which is a big piece of 
unused cloth with a painting of Garuda on it), 
will be hoisted to mark the beginning of the 
festival Sri Malayappa Swamy, the processio- 
nal deity of the Lord, will be brought together 
with his consorts Sri Devi and Bhudevi m 
Golden Tiruchi and be seated m Tirumala 
Raya Mandapa. At the appomted hour the 
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iJaruda Dhvaja will be hoisted by Chief Archaka 
ami dst, the Veda Ghosha and Mangala Vadya. 

Thus this festival goes on f®r nine days 
with processions of the deity on various Vaha- 
lams To symbolise the fact, that this festival 
was instituted by Brahma himself, a decoiated 
small chariot will precede the procession of 
Malay appa Swami, both day and night, to 
signify that Brahma, though unseen will be 
present supeivismg the arrangements. 

On the first night, Sri Malayappa Swamy 
and his consorts go round the temple m proces- 
sion on the Big Sesha Vahana, a serpent of 
seven hoods 

On the morning of the second day, there 
will be a procession of Malayappa Swamy 
alone on the Small Sesha Vahanam At the 
night, the processional deity will grace the 
procession on Hamsa Vahana 

Simha (Lion) and Mvthyala Pandili (a 
pavilion decorated with strings of pearls) will 
be the Vahanams of the processional deity on 
the third day morning and night festivals 
respectively. 

On the fourth day Sri Malayappa Swamy 
with his consorts adorns Kalpa Vnksha Vahana 
and goes round the temple as if to establish 
the fact that he has enshrined himself at Tiru- 
mala for the emancipation of mankind and also 
to bestow boons of material and spiritual 
prosperity on those who offer themselves m 
complete surrender On the evening, the 
processional deities will be taken in procession 
on a gold gilded vahanam known as Sarva 
Bhupala Vahanam. This Vahanam m the night, 
dazzling the eyes with the reflection of the 
radiant lights creates the peculiar feeling that 
the devotee is in communion with ©od while 
the Lord is absolving his sins by a touch through 
the radiance. 

The fifth day is the most important day of 
the Brahmotsavam. The special feature of this 
day is the Mohrni Avathara, a decoration to 
the Lord m the female garb. It is well known 


to all that Lord Snmannarayana assumed 
female form, Mohmi, a divine damsel, to 
deceive the Rakshasas and to distribute the 
Amrutha to Devas Further, m Bhagavatha 
there is an interesting episode as to how Lord 
Vishnu in this Mohim Avathara, with the 
bewitching beauty could mesmerize even Lord 
Maha Deva, the anmhilator of Manmatha- 
The processional deity of the Lord will be 
decorated as a woman and even the Varada 
hastha will be changed to Abhaya Hastha and 
all femimne jewels will be adorned to the deity 
The deity will be taken in procession m an 
ivory palanquin 

The night festival is the highlight of the 
Brahmotsavam People from every nook and 
corner of the country gather at Tirumala in 
thousands from the morning itself with unstinted 
devotion to have the Darsan of the Lord 
adorning the Garuda Vahana. Till late hours 
m the night people lound about one lakh will 
patiently await the arrival of Malayappa Swamy 
and subsequent procession of the Lord on 
Garuda Vahana. On this sacred day, rare 
jewels like Lakshmi Hara, Makara Kanti of 
the main deity (of Moola Vigraha) will be 
adorned to Malayappa Swamy, the processional 
deity. How the devotee feels at this spectacular 
sight is inexplicable and worthy of every body’s 
experience 

On the sixth morning Sn Malayappa 
Swamy simply but impressively decorated goes 
round the Mada Streets on Hanumantha 
Vahana. In the evening there will be Vasanta 
Utsavam For this Malayappa Swamy goes 
with his consorts to Vasanta Mandapa situated 
in the West Mada Street m the afternoon itself. 
After abhisekham or Tmimanjanam in incensed 
water and subsequent Asthanam, Lord will 
return to the temple In the night, the Lord 
graces the Elephant Vahanam. 

On the seventh day, morning and night 
the Lord adorns the Surya Prabha and Chandra 
Prabha Vahanams as if to denote that He is 
the cause of their prosperity. 
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The eighth day, is the day of Rathotsava 
to the Lord In the early hours of that morning 
Sri Malayappa Swamy, decorated gorgeously 
sets out for the car- festival at the appointed 
time. This Ratha which is a huge wooden 
structure will be dragged by the devotees with 
unsurpassed fervour and devotion Like 
Garuda seva festival, Rathotsava presents a 
confluence of devotion and emotion. That 
night the Lord graces the procession on Aswa 
Vahana. 

This Brahmotsavam will be celebrated 
twice, one m the month of Bhadrapada the 
other m the month of Aswayuja, the latter 
with the name second Brahmotsavam or Nava- 
rathn Utsavam, the only difference being the 
use of Silver chariot on the eighth day of 2nd 
Brahmotsavam, in place of wooden chariot 
which will be used m first Brahmotsavam. This 
happens once in every three years on account 
of Adhika Masa. 

Avbhritotsava day, is the ninth and last 
day of Brahmotsavam The processional deities 
after going round reach the shrine of Varaha 
Swamy on the banks of Swamy Pushkarani 
and enjoy Avabhntha snana or Tirumanjana at 
the appointed hour Pilgrims from the sur- 
rounding villages will be pouring in thousands 
around Swami Pushkarani and awaiting the 
Chakrasnana The moment the sacred Sudar- 


sana chakra is dipped into the holy water of 
Swamy Pushkarani indicating the successful 
conclusion of the festival, many of these 
thousands of pilgrims dip themselves in the 
Swamy Pushkarani It is told in Puranas that 
a bath in Swamy Pushkarani, on this day will 
absolve all the sins and confer eternal bliss. 

The deities return to the temple in golden 
Tiruchi. The Garuda ensign hoisted on the 
first day will be lowered and Mangalaakshatas 
will be distributed to all, marking the successful 
completion of the 10 day festival 

In addition to the temple routine, which 
has been described m detail in the above para- 
graphs, there will be regular Purana katha and 
classical and devotional music programmes ren- 
dered by the erudites in their respective fields 
These programmes m general, will be conducted 
under the auspices of Arsha Samskruthi Sadas. 

Though every day is sacred, every day is a 
day of divine glitter and glamour, the Brah- 
motsavam is important and unique in itself. 
On this occasion so many thousands of pilgrims 
get the opportunity to have His blessings, and 
absolve their sins. This is the concrete proof 
of the fact that festivals are by and large, 
instituted for the benefit of mankind We may 
go into oblivion, but they stay on for ever to 
bless and guide mankind from transience to 
prosperous permanance.

That Goddess Earth, who had been separated 
from Her Lord for fourteen years and was 
bom by Thee, that self-same Goddess Earth 
was placed (by Thee) on the peak of the mountain 
viz., the shoulders of Rama; and Thou once 
again bore the same along with Him. 

An idea enjoyed on several occasions before 
is repeated here, of course, in a different form. 
On Rama’s return to Ayodhya the kingdom 
was placed on His shoulder Paduka’s reign 
was therefore to come to an end. That may 
be so. But Paduka’s responsibility for bearing 
the burden of the kingdom had not ceased. 
During Rama’s exile Paduka bore the full 
brunt of the rulership, and therefore of the 
burden of the kingdom. After Rama assumed 
rulership He had to bear that burden. Curiously 
there was no relief as far as Paduka was con- 
cerned. Because Paduka bears the Lord and 
when the Lord bears the kingdom it means and 
mvolves that Paduka bears both the kingdom 
and Rama. Far from Paduka obtaining any 
relief, the burden on Her was really doubled. 
That is the Chamatkaara the poet indulges in 
this sloka. (236)

Devi! To blemishless Bharata who had 
crossed the ocean of distress by association with 
the feet of Rama which were joined with Thee, 
another wealth of overlordship, which could not 
even be seen by Sanandana and others, was at 
once bom (came into existence). 

By Rama becoming king, Bharata might 
have lost the Rajya of Ayodhya. At the same 
time however he acquired a * Saamraaj'ya ’ 
namely service at Rama’s feet which are adorned 
with Paduka. It almost looks as if the poet 
says here that Bharata obtained Moksha. For 
he is here said to have crossed the ocean of 
sorrow which means Samsara. He became 
* cmagha ’ — devoid of sins. And he became 
associated for ever and ever with Rama’s feet 
which were re-united with Paduka. All this 
is real Moksha. To crown all, the state of 
Bharata was one which even Sanandana and 
others — great sages though they be — cannot 
think of att aining . The kmkaratvaadhiraajya 
which is the goal of human aspirations became 
Bharata’s own. 

Paduka had lost a kingdom, but got it 
back along with Rama (sloka 236). Bharata 
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lost a Rajya and gained a Saamraajya When 
Rama became king, really no one lost anything, 
but every one gained This is Vedanta Desika’s 
conception of Rama-rajya (237)

Devi Manipaduke! Thou emerged from the 
centre of the lotos constituted by the folded 
hands of Bharata and became associated with 
Purushottama once again, and thereafter like 
Lakshmi, conferred all auspiciousness upon the 
three worlds. 

The poet indulges m an Upama or simile 
between Paduka and Lakshmi. Lakshmi is a 
Padmajaa — One Who emerged out of a lotus 
As soon as She emerged. She joined the Lord 
and took Her seat on His chest; and She is 
conferring all auspiciousness on all the worlds 

Paduka also emerged from a lotus. This 
lotus is the Anjali-Padma of Bharata. Bharata 
took the Paduka m both his hands, and offered 
them to Rama by way of * niryaatana ’ — resto- 
ration. At once Paduka joined the Lord by 
being associated with His feet. From that 
moment Paduka conferred all prosperity on 
the three worlds (238)

By Her own glory Sita is flawless wherever 
She may be. Just like that, Paduka is glorious 
by its own attributes and the place occupied 
by it for the nonce does not affect Her glory

Again and again the answer is Shri Balaji 
He is called by many names As there is 
‘ Chakra ’ of Shakti at his feet he is called 
Balaji He dwells at the top of Seven Hills, 
so he is called the Lord of Seven Hills He is 
called Srinivasa as the mountain on which he 
resides is called Sn Parvat His popular name 
is Venkateswara as He is considered to be the 
manifestation of the Tnmty-Brahma, Vishnu 
and Eswar The Puranas declare Him as the 
Avatar of Kali age. 5TFPF ) 

No wondei millions of pilgrims go up and 
down the seven hills every day chanting his 
charming name “ Govinda f O Govinda'l” 
They believe that their prayers are answered 
at once Sometimes he confers boons unasked 
Whatever the affliction may be, the Lord gives 
solace. The saviour comes to their rescue at 
the critical juncture He condones their sins 
But if they neglect to fulfil their vows they are 
rightly punished No wondei the income of 
the Lord is counted m millions 

Various devotees exhibit their faith in 
many ways Most of the Bhaktas get their 
heads shaved off as a sign of redemption of 
their sins ( srrsrfNvr). Some go round the 
temple rolling their prostrated bodies on the 
ground Some ladies take off all their ornaments 
and offer them to the Redeemer Some sinners 
drop bundles of currency notes m the * hundi * 
At times they are counted m lakhs of rupees. 
But it is said that their sms are not atoned 
by the offer but by their self-surrender The 
Great Father is not to be propitiated by rich 
gifts but by utter self-abnegation The poorest 


and the richest can leach Him only by self- 
surrender 

The fabulous income is utilised in many 
welfare schemes Chantmg of scriptures goes 
on daily The pandits are rewarded in religious 
festivals Many artists are encouraged by 
holding concerts and Bhajans. Many colleges 
are established to promote oriental as well as 
occidental culture. Dilapidated temples are 
renovated Dharmasalas are constructed at 
distant pilgrim centres Recently two temples 
are constructed at Rishikesh Various books 
and journals (in Hindi, English, Tamil, 
Canarese and Telugu) on religion and 
philosophy are published at cheap rates. Many 
facilities are provided for the residence and 
transport of thousands of pilgrims flowing in 
day and night. The Devasthanam authorities 
are to be commended for all these amenities 
Indeed they treat a pilgrim as the most 
important person. Many festivals and proces- 
sions are conducted m a magnificent manner. 
Through all these multi-farious activities His 
Divine Presence and Grace is manifested 

Pandits assign many reasons for such 
manifestation of Divine Power in this materia- 
listic age. According to Puranic tradition the 
Lord chose to dwell here in Kali Age. So His 
Angelic Form shines like a beacon amidst 
encircling gloom of sm and violence. The 
Mlechas who dared to attack this pilgrim centre 
were all destroyed then and there 

Ye moitals of little faith! you do not 
realise what an opportunity you are missing 
by denying yourself of His Divine grace. Pack 
up your bag and baggage and rush up to the 
summit of the Seven Hills and see yourself what 
wonders the Lord can work, what boons he 
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can confer and what change that can bring

Though this pilgrim centre is situated in 
Andhra Pradesh it is very near to Madras and 
Bangalore Recently an Air-strip was con- 
structed to enable aeroplanes to fly to and from 
Madras, Hyderabad and Bangalore So it can 
be easily reached by bus, train or plane from any 
Sate. There are Information centres located in 
some big capital cities for the benefit of pilgrims

who once enjoyed the status of a monarch. 
So I think. 

This is the last sloka of Niryaatana-pad- 
dhati, that Paddhati, itself being the last of 
the five paddhatis devoted to the enjoyment 
of the special excellences of Rama-Paduka 
as seen in the Ramayana. Lord Ranganatha, 
(Utsava-moorti) always wears the Paduka. 
If I am not wrong, no other Emberuman in 
the Divya-desas is seen to wear the Paduka 
on both feet. (Lord Lakshmi-nrisimha, the 
Deity of Ahobila, Who goes about the country 
periodically along with His Holiness Snmad 
Alagjasingar, wears the Paduka on one foot 
only). The poet here wants to draw special 
attention to Ranganatha wearing Paduka and 
to tell us that it is because Ranganatha who 
became Rama continues to think that even 
now He is Rama. 


When Rama came back and the Paduka 
was restored to Him with what feelings He 
received the Paduka on His feet has been 
described in earlier slokas. He never allowed 
Himself to forget that Paduka was once on the 
throne as the ruler of the kingdom With 
those feelings still present m His mind, Lord 
Ranganatha continues to have the Paduka on 
His feet, It is said here that Ranganatha wears 
the Paduka with ‘ chamat-kaara The very 
light way in which Lord Ranganatha stands on 
the Paduka is enjoyed by the poet. 

Special reference to Rama-paduka ends 
with this Paddhati. Ranganatha-paduka is 
gomg to be enj'oyed in greater detail m the 
coming Paddhatis. This sloka supplies the 
link, and bears evidence to the poetic art of 
Vedanta Desika. 

The metre of this sloka is Geeti. (240)

THE BHAGAVAD GITA: BOTH A METAPHYSICS AND 

AN “ ART OF LIFE ”

Religion is at the root of the life of 
man. It demands our implicit faith in some 
dogmas and beliefs. Since it was found to 
come m the way of regimentation of thought 
on an entirely different basis, it has been 
banned in some countries Religion affords a 
haven and solace to all and especially to 
the lacerated souls. It presupposes faith m 
God There have been and will be atheists 
m all climes and at all times There are 
some good and smcere men, who are also 
fanatics. Others are truly religious without 
any fault: there are still others who are merely 
conformists content with the outward forms 
and observances Religion is of the heart 
and is based on one’s conviction Tt is only 
natural that each religion claims to be the 
only true and infalliable one. Hinduism has 
no quarrel with the other faiths and is tolerant 
enough to respect the Godhead preached by 
the other religions. Lord Krishna has said 
in the Gita that whatever form of God is 
worshipped by man. He receives the worsihp 
and stablilises the faith of the worshipper m 
that form 

The function of religion is mostly ethical 
and is also to secure sprititual uplift. Spi- 
ritual advancement is impossible without 
morality. Hence morality and ethics are 
stressed in all religions. This concerns both 
the public and private lives of men Ethical 
codes, in addition to the legal compulsion 
against crime enforced by the state, are found 
m every religion. The compendious name 
given to the moral law m Hinduism is “Dhar- 
ma.” Since the law, which is equated to truth 
is laid down by God Himself, it is spoken 


of as the “ Sanatana Dharma” or the peipetual 
law 

Religion may not be able to answer 
all the queries of reason, without being backed 
by a correct philosophy Only in Hinduism 
do we see philosophy and religion moving 
hand in hand Christianity does not counte- 
nance philosophy Philosophers have been 
an athema to the church, because western 
philosophy for the most part has tended to 
be atheistic. The goal of Hinduism is not 
the same as m the other faiths A true 
Christian will on doomsday get a verdict 
for heaven Tn Hinduism also acts of piety, 
chanty and sacrifice lead one to heaven But 
heaven is not considered a permanent abode 
but only a temporary one, where the ticket 
will hold good only to the extent and duration 
of the accumulated merit Once it is spent 
the soul takes rebirth Based on the theory 
of the 4 Reincarnation of Souls, ’ the cycle of 
births and deaths becomes endless It is 
termed as “Samasara Chakra”. Like the 
wheel our Karma (action) heaves us up to 
heaven or plunges us down to hell and then 
brings us back to the Earth What is the panacea 
for cutting short this cycle? It is here that phi- 
losophy steps in and provides an answer If it 
is said that philosophy points out the way to 
salvation, what is then the domain of religion *> 
Religion compels the obedience of man by its 
ethical and moral codes to cultivate a requisite 
frame of mind to imbibe and profit by philo- 
sophy Without the hard training, hope and 
solace afforded by religion, mere philosophy 
would produce only hypocrites and vagrants 
On the other hand, without a satisfying

and sustaining pMosophy religion will only 
be dogmatic 

We shall find out how Hindu philosophy 
has permeated the Hindu religion and how 
they work together for leading man to self- 
realisation First of all the impact of 

philosophy is found m the emphasis on the 
supremacy of the spirit over matter The 
“I” should be understood as the Atma and 
not the body Since the soul is caught in 
this mortal coil, its unceasing effort should 
be towards liberation from the clutches of 

Prakrti Only m man, the material and the 
spiritual aspects are balanced with a possibility 
of rising to divinity. Based on the concept 

of original sin, the Christian approach is 

that all men are born sinners and only by 
the grace of the Saviour can they be redeemed 
Stressing on the spntiual principle, Hinduism, 
however, considers purity as the birthright 
of all men, because the individual souls are 
only fragments of Brahma or the cosmic 
soul The Atma is faultless like the Brahma. 
All the ills that beset men and place hurdles 
in their path to self-realization are due to the 
wrong identification of ourselves with the 
physical body rather than with the in dwelling 
Self Worldly-wise people fashion their 
lives so as to promote the comfort and well- 
being of the body When we say we are 
short or tall, fair or dark, we identify our- 
selves with the body When we say we are 
deaf, dumb or blind, we identify ourselves 
with the senses We identify ourselves with 
the mind when we think we are happy or 
miserable. It is this wrong attachment or 
identification that is the cause of all stress, 
strife and tension in life The incessant 
attempt of man should be to become spiri- 
tual. The ways and means to overcome the 
enthralling bonds created by the mind, the 
senses and the ego, and to awaken to the 
freedom of the soul are dealt with in the 
Bhagavad-Gita. As the colophon at the end 
of each chapter proclaims, the Gita is both 
a metaphysics and an “Art of Life”, (a 


practical way of Life). The unique place of 
the Gita m the spiritual and religious literature 
of the world is due to the blending of phi- 
losophy and religion m the “Song Celestial ” 

It should be noted that the since quanon 
for spiritual uplift is the crucifixion of the 
ego or Ahamkara We have seen in an earlier 
section that the function of the ego is appro- 
priate. Unless this ego is overcome, the 
ascendency of the spirit over the flesh is im- 
possible Apart from the conceptions cente- 
ring round the sacred episode, the crucifixion 
of Jesus Christ, as propounded by the Chris- 
tians, has a special significance to the Hindus 
Christ tried to establish the kingdom of 
God on earth It did not consist in the 
physical or even mental well-being of the 
people but in making whole the spirit. Sadly 
alas, the world is far-far away from the ideal 
So long as man praises the values based merely 
on the well-being of his body, kith and km, 
every one will be working at cross purposes 
making, this world a battleground. Only, 
when the pre-occupation with the physical 
drag is done away, spiritual advancement 
will be possible Christ preached and spoke 
to his disciples m spirit. The crucifixion 
symbolizes the immolation of the ego-cons- 
ciousness in man, which is absolutely necessary 
for a higher life We need not jump to 
the conclusion that advancement or unfold- 
ment of the spirit cannot take place till the 
death of the body. If only we as human 
beings while functioning as such, learn to live 
in the realm of the spirit, then true wisdom 
will dawn on us 

Though the Jnam or truly wise man 
lives m this world and indulges also in actions 
necessary for the maintenance of his body, 
his angle of vision is entirely different. Such 
a person lives and acts in what is called the 
“ Paramarthika Dasa ” The Upanishads 
proclaim that such a Janani enters into 
Brahman He breaks the bonds of Prakriti 
or Nature and escapes from the limitations 
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of time, space and causation Such a realized 
<oul merges with Brahma Such a soul, 
who has shed sin and virtue, desire and hatred, 
good and evil, and who has left behind all 
dualities, is hard to find in this world Just 
as pure water poured into pure watei will 
remain pure, so also the pure soul loses its 
individuality m Biahman Just as all the rivers 
that have different names and forms lose 
all individuality after entering the ocean, 
so also the realized souls merge in Brahman 
Just as a salt doll thrown into the sea loses 
itself and does not return to tell its tale, so 
also the realised soul on the death of the phy- 
sical body merges with the Brahman, while 
his physical body merges with the outside 


matter Realized souls frequently enter into 
Samadhi or Communion with God leaving the 
body even while living. The aim of the Hindu 
religion and philosophy is to enable man to 
shed his body consciousness, to realize the 
oneness of the Atma and Brahma and to 
obtain Samadhi, the supreme peace and bliss, 
m this life itself This is the view of the 
Adwaitins (momsts) The Visistadwaitins (quali- 
fied monists) say that realized souls obtain 
the form of the Saguna Brahma, God m name 
and form (Narayana) and stay in Vaikunta 
steeped in divine bliss, as part of His being 
Thus philosophy and religion to gether enable 
men to become supeimen or godmen

The Mental Aspect 

Every profession requires and demands 
certain special abilities and traits If a person 
does not possess the requisite qualifications, 
he cannot succeed m that career A soldier 
should have enormous physical nerve; a 
technician must possess skill , a lawyer should 
possess the fit of speech, an author must 
have a good command of language, and 
a man who practises religion should have 
the right type of mental aptitude The reli- 
gion envisaged by the Gita has a wide appeal 
because it caters to the needs of people with 
different mental make up So, it stands to 
reason that mental propensity is an essential 
qualification for a person to embrace a faith 

Though there are three main paths viz. 
the paths of action, devotion and knowledge, 
the ultimate goal is one and the same. For 
instance, a man may travel from ®ne place 
to another by bicycle, bus, train, ship or plane. 
The choice of the vehicle depends mainly on 
his financial capacity and next on his whims 
and fancies Though people may travel by 
different kinds of vehicles, under normal 
conditions, it is a physical certainty that all 
of them will reach their destiny. Similarly 
the follower of each path shall certainly reach 
this goal, provided he has fixed his mind on 
God. Such a single-mmded devotion is 
emphasized throughout the Gita.

From the spiritual point of view, the 
fundamental condition expected of every 
man is the control of his senses The concept 
of Lord Krishna serving as a Charioteer 
conveys a great message We can give an 
allegorical meaning also to it. The body 
is the chariot, Arjuna is the soul, the master 
of the chariot; intellect is the charioteer 
Krishna; mind stands for the reins; and the 
senses are the horses It here implies that 
all the senses should be under the full control 
of the intellect if we have to be sanely occupied 
Controlling the senses does not in any way 
mean that one should suppress one’s feelings 
just like controlling the horse does not imply 
killing the horse Just as the rider has to 
brmg the horse under control with the help of 
reins, so also one’s intellect must fully control 
one’s senses through one’s mind. There is 
a proverb ‘A man without religion is like a 
horse without a bridle’. In short, the purport 
of the injunctions of the Gita is that man 
must be the supreme and unquestionable 
master of his senses. When man controls 
his senses and is guided by unprejudiced 
reason he certainly lifts himself from the 
animal plane to the spiritual plane. On 
the other hand when he becomes a slave 
to his senses he remains on the animal plane 
itself. Hence man’s progress and perfection 
is directly proportionate to the control he 
has obtained over his mmd and senses. 

It is a well-known psychological truth 
that man is carried away by his emotions, 
sentiments and feelings. He is elated at a 
gain and depressed at a loss. Until and 
unless man stabilises the emotional arena in 
himself, he will find it impossible to create 
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a mental equilibrium. Mental equanimity is 
the mother of 4 peace of mmd Peace of 
mind easily paves the way for the realization 
of God. 

Devotion and contemplation are the actions 
connected with the mmd. And it is said 
heart is the seat of the mmd When the mind is 
entirely free from the pairs of opposite emotions 
there will be no mental agitation, thre will 
be the climate for peace of mmd And peace 
of mind is important not only from the spiri- 
tual point of view but in fact it is a psycholo- 
gical necessity for the harmonious develop- 
ment of man’s mental health 

The Gita advocates a single-minded 
devotion. It expects of a devotee as much 
one pointedness in his meditation, prayer 
and contemplation as a hunter does while 
aiming his arrow at the target. 

Most people do not even move their 
little fingers to help another without expec- 
ting some thing in return. Many count their 
chickens before they are hatched. The 
behaviour of man corroborates beyond doubts 
that he is highly selfish and his mind, heart 
and intellect are perfectly focussed on the 
fruits of his action. Regarding actions and 
fruits, the Gita has much to say. Briefly it 
lays down two principles, (1) that every man 
should do his duty with all his might and mm d, 
(2) that he must completely renounce the fruits 
of his actions along with his Tness and ‘my’ness. 
If these two sublime principles are adhered 
to, the sorrowful aspect of human life can 
be minimized. By way of advocating these 
two maxims the Gita teaches the right type 
of mental training which blossoms into mental 
culture m the long run. It says; Knowledge 
is better than practice (without knowledge); 
meditaiton (with knowledge) is better than 
more knowledge; renunciation of fruits of 
actions is better than meditation because 
peace follows such a renunciation.

The Social Aspect 

The Gita appeals to the social sense 
and social consciousness of people to a large 
extent Man is a social being He must 
contribute his share towards the social har- 
mony and prove that he is human by his actions. 
He should identify himself m the joys and 
sorrows of his brethren. One of the social 
duties of man as envisaged by the Gita is 
that he should rejoice in the welfare of all 
beings, for unless the social horizon of man’s 
mmd expands, realization of social harmony 
will prove to be a utopia. 

Human beings are expected to live in 
amity and brotherhood for that is one of 
the qualities that distinguishes them from 
animals. To err is human and to forgive 
is divine. One’s greatness lies not in meeting 
out vengeance on his fellowmen but in for- 
giveness. The Gita briefly, at the same time 
vividly, teaches; 

advestaa sarvabhutaanaam maitrah karuna eva ca 
nirmam® mrahankaarah samadukha sukhah 

kshami. (I bid. 13) 

The relationship between man and the 
world has been described in the Gita as 
follows : 

Man should acquire such perfection that 
he could live without injuring others and 
his mental stability should be such as would 
not be upset by any thing. In order to enjoy, 
social liberty and social harmony men should 
be absolutely free from envy, fear and anxiety. 
When these and other tensions are absent 
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harmony and peace will certainly enter into 
the social atmospheie Thus, the teaching 
of the Gita can be practised m society foi 
its upliftment 

The Intellectual Aspect 

Tt is the religion, the inquiry into the 
beyond that makes the difference between man 
and animal’, says Swami Vivekananda. Man is 
a rational animal Religion is not based 
on blind faith The very purpose of Jnana 
Marga or the way of Wisdom implies the 
realization of God through knowledge. In 
order to discover our divinity through the 
intellectual process (discrimination) one should 
anchor his intellect m God. Unless one’s 
discrimination is used to incline the intellect 
Godwaid nothing spiritual can be attained. 

The second important characteristic 
enunciated m the Gita is the intellectual skill 
and alertness based on intellectual integrity. 
It is a moral certainty that one’s discriminating 
faculty will stand him in good stead in his 
spiritual pursuit To follow a faith without 
its knowledge is like undertaking a journey 
without knowing the destination. 

The third significant trait is intellectual 
equilibrium. Just as man is expected to maintain 
physical equilibrium m cold and heat and 
mental equilibrium in enmity and friendship, 
similarly he should maintain intellectual im- 
partiality in honour and dishonour As a 
matter of fact, intellectual equipoise is the 
mother of sanity of thought which blosoms 
into intellectual maturity in the long run 
Such a man will not attach any importance 
to name and fame. Thus the Gita prepares 
man to comprehend and digest the real 
philosophy of life with much ease. 

The Spiritual Aspect 

At the physical level there is no difference 
between man and animal, as sensual pleasure 
is common to both But at the intellectual 


level, there is a wide gulf between them Man 
can reason logically and scientifically whereas 
an irrational being cannot. At a more subtle 
level there is the spiritual aspect Intellec- 
tual maturity results m spiritual budding 
At the gross level man enjoys physical pleasure, 
at the mental leavel he enjoys intellectual 
pleasure, at the refined subtle level he enjoys 
spiritual bliss. 

One’s spiritual bliss lies not only m peace 
but m completely identifying oneself with 
God Unless a sense of oneness with God 
is felt, the woids spirit, spiritual bliss, peace 
that passeth understanding and the like will 
be nothing but meaningless jargons. Though 
the religion levealed in the Gita has a wider 
connotation and appeals to the various 
faculties of man, its spiritual appeal is umque 
and vital. But a very few people realise 
this. 

The Moral Aspect 

Tf wealth is lost, nothing is lost; if health 
is lost, something is lost; if character is lost 
everything is lost,’ runs a proverb Mora- 
lity coupled with wisdom is the sum and 
substance of the Hindu Culture ‘Desire, 
anger and greed’, says the Gita, ‘is the way 
to darkness, therefore renounce them’. A 
world of meaning is contained in this aphorism 
and requires a life time to unearth it fully. 
The Gita at other places too gives practical 
directions regarding duty, moral behaviour, 
and the like But mere knowledge of the 
contents of the Gita does not help. One’s 
life should also be moulded in the line of 
its tenets. The moral aim of the Gita is to 
enable its votary to implement the maxims 
m his daily life. 

God as Revealed in the Gita 

There are certain characteristics attri- 
buted to God which have been accepted by 
almost all saints and seers. The third verse 
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of the twelfth chapter mentions eight of these 
characteristics, viz,, Undecaying, Indefinable, 
Unmamfested, Omnipresent, Imponderable, 
Unchangeable, Immovable and Eternal God is 
undecaying. A thing which has birth, has death 
also This is the law of nature. The other 
corollary namely that which has no birth, has no 
death is also true. God is not bom and hence 
can have no death. He was, is, and will be. 

God is indefinable We can define an 
object if it comes under our sense perception 
and experience. For instance, gold can 
be defined as a precious yellow metal. Its 
uses can also be defined. But we cannot 
define God because, He does not come under 
the purview of common human perception 
and experience. Hence, He cannot be defined 
in human language. 

He is unmanifest He is visible neither 
to the naked eye nor to the uncleansed mind. 
However, He shows Himself to a devotee who 
has purified his mind Likewise, presence of 
God can be felt only by a spiritually advanced 
soul, but they are very few. 

God is present everywhere at all times. 
God is present in every atom and He manifests 
Himself indirectly, as the fragrance in flower, 
as the light m the moon and as fire in the fuel 
and so on. 

God’s nature cannot even be pondered 
over, for the thinking faculty of human being 
is limited. Man can think of matters of 


everyday experience. He can only imagine 
those objects which he is ignorant of. 

God is immutable Every object is liable 
to change Whatever is created is mutable. 
Man’s idea about God might change, but 
He does not. If He is object to the law of 
change He is subject to the law of perishabi- 
lity. Neither does God change by Himself 
from one stage to another nor can He be 
changed by any force whatever, for all forces 
get their strength and sustenance fiom God. 

God is ubiquitous. Scientifically spea- 
king an object can move from the place which 
it occupies to another, ie. movement can 
be with reference to another object, movement 
is relative. Since God pervades the entire 
universe, the question of His moving from 
one place to another does not aiise. 

God is conditioned neithei by space 
nor by time. He eternally exists. 

Summing up, we come to the conclusion 
that religion does not make man inactive, 
inert and irresponsible. On other hand, 
it corrects man when he goes wrong, guides 
him when he stumbles and puts him on the 
right path when he goes astray. The Gita never 
encourages idleness. That the Gita was taught 
on the battlefield shows how much valuable 
it is for all people who are fighting their 
individual battles on the home front. It 
is a scripture which supplies the needs of all 
devotees and seekers. 



THE ANANDA NILAYA VIMANA OF SRI VENKATESWARA 

Sri R PADMANABHAN, ba.,bt, 
vellore-12 


It was only about 935 A D that a 
Sanctum Sanctorum with a Mukha Mantapa 
was constructed for the self-manifest Lord 
Venkateswara. The word ‘ Vimana ’ is not 
at all mentioned anywhere, mfact the word 
occurs much afterwards in 1262 A D m one 
of the inscriptions of Sundara Pandya when a 
new gold-gilt Kalasa was installed over the 
Gaibhaguha. It was however about 1250 A D. 
that Sri Narasinga Yadhavaraya, the local 
chieftain attempted to carry out some uigent 
renovations to the temple. 

In 1359 A.D. Mangideva Maharaja, one 
of the generals who fought well under the 
command of Prince Kumara Kempanna, son 
of Bukka Raya against the Muslim invasion 
of South India renovated the Vimana which 
had served its purpose for nearly a century 
or so. This, it has to be pointed out, was the 
second regilding of the great Vimana 

The third regildmg was undertaken by 
the great Raya, Sri Viiapratapa Sri Krishnadeva 
Maharaya in 1518 AD. — after 150 years, at a 
cost of 30,000 varahas to the exchequer. This 
was a thanksgiving service for the feats of 
arms which by Sri Venkateswara’s Grace he 
achieved agamst the Raja of Orissa But 
after the fall of Vijayanagar in 1565, the needs 
of the temple at Tirumala were woefully neglec- 
ted. 

It was m the beginning of the 20th century 
when the Mahants of the Hathiramji Mutt 
were in control of the administration of the 
temple that the regilding and refixing of the 
Ananda Vimana was attempted. Fifty years 
later, the Board of Trustees of the T.T. Devas- 
thanams found it urgent not only to renovate 


the gold gilding but perhaps also the very 
structure of the Ananda Nilaya. 

The Vimana is a three-stoieyed one con- 
structed to the maximum height fixed. It has 
a square base of 27 feet — 4”, a height of 37 feet 
— 8” including the Kalasa over the Garbha 
gnha teirace It is m thiee Talas, 10 ft. 10.9” 
ft. and 16.3 ft respectively The images of 
Srinivasa and Naiasimha in plates find a place 
in the east and west respectively 

The Board of Tiustees decided in 1952 to 
repair the leaky vimana and to renew its worn 
out and damaged gold plated coverings. It 
took nearly five years to make the copper 
sheet covering of the vimana and to gild it 
with gold. This renovation cost the T.T. 
Devasthanams lound about 18 lakhs of rupees 
and the consumpation of about twelve thousand 
tolas weight of gold costing twelve lakhs at 
that time Roughly the copper plates and the 
work cost 2|- lakhs of rupees The gold 
deposited as offerings in the Hundi was properly 
and purposely accumulated and presei ved for 
this puipose 

The T. T D. authorities got the Vimana 
completely repaired and fixed on it with the 
waterproof joints the new copper sheets finely 
gilted. It’s all glitteiing now in the Sunlight.* 

Tradition claims that the Madava Saint, 
Sri Vyasa-thirta worshipped the image Vimana 
Srinivasa on the noithern side m consequence 
of which the Madhwas of today gather on the 
northern side facing the Vimana and read 
Puianas. 

The task of renovation was completed by 
about the 10th of August, 1958 and the Maha

Even as the walls and other sti uctures have 
an historical antiquity, so does the famous 
Ananda Nilaya Vimana possess histone 
past from 1250 — 1958 Rivalling the golden 
Temple at Amritsar, Sri Venkatesa Ananda 
Nilayam will shine m greatei glory during the 
ages to come and will surely reflect Divine 
Grace towards millions of bhakthas that throng 
the Seven Hills 


It is the duty of one and all to preset ve the 
sanctity and purity of Tirumala for which 
we should be puie in act, thought and deed and 
observe strictly the austerities of the place 

Tirumala will always remain the sanctified 
place that it has been for ages. 

May the Lord bless mankind with, ‘ Se- 
mushi bhakti rupa, 5 (knowledge of the Brahman, 
firmly founded on Bhakti I)

Sri RAJAMANI— VENKATESAN, 

Karunkulam. 


Twelve miles fiom Tirunelveli on the road 
Tiruchendur lies Karunkulam, a little gem 
embedded as it were, on a luck carpet of gieen 
paddy fields The Temple on a hillock neaily 
bears silent testimony to the culture and tiadi- 
tions of its residents 

It is generally believed that Venkateswara, 
the Lord of the hills grants any prayer addressed 
to him, if his devotee makes the request m the 
Venkateswara temple at Karungulam This is 
why devotees call the place a mmi-Tirupathi 

It is said m the “ Vagulaachala Mahat- 
myam” (Sthala puranam) that the Lord 
Vishnu directed ‘Adhisesha’ to this place 
ordering him to assume the form of a hill, 
which later came to be known as Vagulagiri hill 
with its sleepless tamarind tree (Urangappuh) 

It is a legend that a king suffered from an 
incurable disease. As the royal physicians 
could not do anything about it the king went 
to Tirupathi Hill with the hope that the cure 
would come through a miracle There he 
worshipped the Lord who on that night appeared 
in his dream and ordered to make a car out of 
sandalwood, and when the two Sandal sticks 
that would remain after the car is made in 
Vagulagiri he would be cured of his ailment 

Under heavenly guidance the king came 
to Karungulam with his retinue Here they 
came under a divine spell and lay alseep foi a 
long time As they lay unconscious the two 
sandal sticks are said to hav* been installed on 
south to the old Srmeevasa Temple, by 
Brahma himself A small Temple which was 
then built was later enlarged and steps were 
constructed to ascend the hill. 


The belief which has been passed on to 
posterity thiough many generations is that the 
Lord chose this place as His dwelling only 
to the benefit of his “ Bhaktas ” who on those 
days found it difficult to reach Tirupati 

On the full moon night of the month 
“ Chithirai ” (Chithira Pournami) the 10th day 
of the 1 1 day festivity, the Lord would descend 
on human shoulders This spectacle in the 
night, lit up by powerful lamps and coloured 
fire works is indeed a divine sight for sore 
eyes. Lord would then go to the nver after in 
procession going thi ough streets The next day, 
after nearly 12 hours the Lord would be up on 
the hill again Other noteworthy festivals are on 
Saturdays of the month ” Purattasi ” with the 
first Saturday being celebrated m a grand 
manner Both these festivals draw huge 
crowds because of the reputation the temple 
has gamed now-a-days through press. 

It is this temple and its unique tale which 
more than anything else is responsible for the 
nostalgia of the natives. 

To the wonder of everybody even perhaps 
of the athiests the Sandal sticks fight decay 
despite Abishekas being made daily with oil 
and water When the Archakas set to work 
and the Alankaram is perfected a divine 
shape emerges out of the Sandal sticks 

Even at times of acute famine the Lord 
blesses with adequate rams, ot the villagers who 
pray to him with abundant Abishekam. This 
perhaps is one reason why the Lord here is 
praised as a “ Kaliyuga Varada .”
